BOARD OF SELECTMEN - 1997 ANNUAL REPORT 


Following Town Elections in March, the Board reorganized with Bruce Gabrenas, Chair, 
Robert Andrews, Clerk, and William Wrigley, Vice Chair. The 1997 calendar year has 
seen anumber of initiatives through to completion or resolution. Some are still very much 
underway. 


Most of the work of the Brookside Sewer Extension Project, a large grant-funded project 
administered by the Community Development Office, was completed in 1996. Residential 
hookup is to be completed in the spring. On top of 1.5 million in grant funds, the Town 
was fortunate to receive a $110,000 contribution from WalMart towards the project that 
will help us bring the extension on line by next year. As project costs came in high, the 
appropriation of $190,000 voted by Town Meeting in Feb. 1996, will also be used to 
complete the project. 


Meanwhile, current investigations, by means of flow analysis, smoke test and television of 
the town’s sewer lines, are being conducted by the engineering firm Dufresne-Henry to 
evaluate particular sections of the collection system with known or suspected deficiencies. 
The Sewer Facilities Plan that will result from these investigations will also evaluate the 
capacity and condition of the Orange Waste Water Treatment Plant. Failures regularly 
occurring in the collection system perhaps even more convincingly bring home the fact 
that the town’s sewer infrastructure is in great need of improvement. 


Our economic development needs have placed the Town of Orange in good standing to 
soon receive over 1.8 million in grant funds for the establishment of a second industrial 
park. An $830,000 state grant and a bank loan that the Orange Economic Development 
and Industrial Corporation is receiving to purchase a'privately owned South Main Street 
parcel, now make up the 100% in matching funds required by the Economic Development 
Administration for the 1 million dollar federal grant they are providing. Additional grant 
funds of approximately $400,000 are hoped to be received when an industry is placed in 
the park. At this report’s draft, public debate over site selection and the progression of the 
Airport Master Plan have caused us to look closely at all options relative to the use of 
_these grants. 


Following a public process that prompted much debate, the May 1997 Annual Town 
Meeting decided that development of a reclaim operation implementing landfill mining 
would not be pursued as an option to capping and closing the landfill. Because landfill 
closure is mandated for all unlined landfills and because the bid the town received from 
Littleton Environmental for 1.3 million came in very low for a project of this scope, we 
went forward with the closure. The project, now near completion, came in under budget 
and included amenities such as road paving and grading of an obstruction at the airport. A 


vote asking for debt exclusion from the tax rate for the costs of capping and closure failed 
in July. Fiscal Year 1999 will be the first year of debt payment related to this project. 


The Human Resources Board, established by Town Meeting vote in 1996 to replace the 
Personnel Board, has been meeting since July to get organized as a committee and to 
review the existing Personnel Bylaw, collective bargaining contracts, town policies, rates 
of pay and benefits, etc. At the same time they are beginning to define their work load. 
Part of the work of the HRB will be to review and assess equity of pay for all town 
employees and officials. This will require organization of data, evaluation of job 
responsibilities, review of comparable data and the development of a plan of implementing 
change. More on the Human Resources Board in next year’s town report! 


The Capital Improvement Planning Committee (CIPC) is in it’s second season of 
planning. The implementation last year of a process of review and prioritization of all the 
Town’s capital needs has proven valuable to our ability to forecast both capital needs and 
the town’s financial capacity to meet them. This program allows the town to plan 
expenditures, coordinate projects and seek grant funds that may be available for projects. 
An article for a bylaw establishing the CIPC and a capital planning program under their 
direction will be brought to the voters at the next town meeting. Please see the CIPC’s 
report within these pages for more information on their important work. 


The transition from operation of a landfill to operation of a full time transfer station went 
smoothly and so did a transition in the management of the Jones Street facility. Phil Leger 
took a full time position in the town of Athol, advancing his career in public health. After 
a process reviewing all potential candidates, we were pleased to appoint David Bock to 
the position of Manager and Robert Smith to the position of Assistant Manager of the 
Jones Street facility. The experience, competence and dedication that Dave and Bob bring 
to their positions assures that residents will continue to be offered top notch solid waste 
and hazardous household waste disposal and recycling services. 


Efficient operation of your local government is reliant on the ongoing communication and 
cooperation of town departments, elected officials, boards and committees. Orange is 
fortunate in this regard. Because of communication and cooperation, in the past year 
office changes and renovations in the town hall were completed, a town wide safety 
program was established and important financial management initiatives have been 
undertaken. In closing, we’d like to thank all of the individuals that have contributed to 
the town in 1997 including the departments and town officials, many of whom have 
volunteered their time, and to wish everyone a healthy and productive new year.

ANNUAL REPORT 
COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT OFFICE 


The Orange Community Development Office is entirely funded through the State and 
Federal Grant programs. During this year, 2 grants have been closed out. The FY94 
RRF was for ORP administration and the FY95 CDF was for the first year of the sewer 
project. This year, the CDO was awarded the following new grants: 


Massachusetts Historical Preservation Fund Grant $9,000.00 
This grant was written with the cultural council in support of the Peace Statue 
renovations. The project is almost completed and the statue will be rededicated on 
Memorial Day 1998. 


Soft Second Loan program $25,000.00 
This program provides first time home buyers with the opportunity to get a little nicer 
house with their limited funds. 


Public Works Economic Development grant $830,000 
This grant is the first stage of funds needed to establish a second industrial park. 
Another grant (EDA) is expected to be announced at the end of January, 1998. 


FY97 DRA grant $370,000.00 
This grant is the third installment for the administration of the Orange Revitalization 
Partnership and provides funds for stabilization of the Putnam Block on West Main 
Street. 


FY 97 Technical Assistance Grant $35,000.00 
Provides technical assistance for businesses in Orange. 


For our FY96 grants we accomplished the following: 


Sewer extension: 

After over 10 years of waiting, the residents of Brookside Road have sewer. This 
project is 90% complete. Next spring the remaining work will be accomplished and the 
houses will begin to hookup. 


Infrastructure: 

The first phase of renovation of Memorial Park has been completed and the second 
phase is planned for the spring of 1998. The retaining wall at the West Main Street 
parking lot has been repaired, allowing the parking lot to be re-opened. 


Microenterprise assistance: 
A business assistance center has been established at the ORP. Technical assistance 
for microenterprises has been provided throughout the year. 


ORP Administration: 
The ORP has continued to help support the revitalization of the downtown. These funds 
helped them to continue their efforts. 


The top news story for 1996 centered around the establishment of a second 
industrial park. Grant funds will help this park become a reality. The park is clearly 
needed. Both our population and labor force have decreased, because there are not 
enough jobs in the area to sustain the labor market. 


The receivership program is being used to renovate a second building. This building 
was being discussed for demolition. Now, it has rented four store fronts and five 
apartments.

The Orange Economic Development & Industrial Corporation (OEDIC) 


The OEDIC is in its first year of existence. It was formed when the OIDC was not 
able to regain its full strength in membership in a timely fashion. The OEDIC 
proceeded to pursue an industrial park in the Randall’s Pond area according to the 
approved Economic Development Plan. The past year has been very active. A 
purchase price was negotiated for the land and funds were secured from the Orange 
Savings Bank for purchase of the site. An option has been signed, and the PWED 
grant has been awarded for road construction. The EDA grant, for engineering and 
infrastructure, is expected to be announced by the end of January, 1998. A Request 
For Proposal to obtain an engineer for the park has been responded to; the proposals 
are being carefully reviewed. The plan is to break ground in 1998. 

The search continues to replace a Board member who resigned.

FY97. 

I have been very aggressive in collecting the past due Real Estate taxes as well as the outstanding Sewer 
collections. Over the past year a total of $198,142.95 was received for prior year Real Estate taxes. 

My goal is to make the Collector's Office more user friendly. [ have changed the hours of operation in the 
office to Monday-Thursday 8:00a.m. to +:00p.m. and 8:00a.m.-1:00p.m. on Fridays. 


Tax bills went out on time, and collection for FY97 real estate and personal property bills was 
outstanding. A total of $4,155,626.40 was billed for FY97 real estate and personal property and 
$3,947,294.76 was collected as of June 30, 1997.

To The Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Orange: 


We have had another successful year with the operation of the Armory. 
Our rental income of approximately $23,000.00 which is returned to the 
general fund. Our budget of approximately $27,000.00 leaving a very 
small cost to the tax payers of Orange plus the many town and public uses 
which have no cost. 

The Armory Commission continues to raise money to make improvements 
since the appointment of this commission approximately $60,000 has been 
raised and spent on improvements. 

This year we remodeled one room to accommodate the Home Care, we had 
new stairs and a door from outside to the cellar replaced. We had the land 
surveyed and found the town owns more then we knew. It would be an asset 
to enlarge our parking space and eliminate the street parking problems.

Orange Historical Commission 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The six members met twelve times in 1997 on the first Tuesday 
or each month usually in the Selectmen's meeting room.

This past year has been very busy and exciting with our new office at 190 Millers Falls Road in Turners 
Falls. Many veterans have been stopping by to visit, leave copies of their DD214’s on file, and to see what 
benefits are available. We welcomed Glennice Berry as our new part-time Administrator Coordinator for the 
District. Glennice was with the Eastern Veterans’ District office for many years. 


Four towns, Orange, New Salem, Warwick, and Wendell have joined the Central Franklin County Veterans’ 
District effective July 1, 1997. 


The Massachusetts Veterans’ Agents Association has been working very hard to pass new legislation as 
follows: 


Effective July 1, 1997, all Clause 22 abatements have been increased by $75. 


Gold Star Parents now receive $1,500 per year for a son or daughter killed in action or for disease or injury 
caused by the effects of war, effective July 1, 1998. 


All military income from military pensions is now exempt from Massachusetts State Income Taxes, effective 
January |, 1997. 


Many of these benefits have not been increased in over thirty years. The Massachusetts Veterans’ Agents 
Association has been very busy this past year working with our Legislators to get these bills passed. This 
couldn’t have happened without the help of Senator Stanley Rosenberg, Senator Stephen Brewer, 
Representative Stephen Kulik, and Representative John Merrigan. 


Plans are now being formulated for the Northampton VA Medical Center and the Community Health Center, 
located at the Farren Care Center, to combine services to provide a location where veterans and their families 
can receive clinical care or be examined for referral elsewhere. James Como and George Ponte from the VA 
Medical Center, and Dr. Sarah Kemble, Medical Director for the Franklin County Community Health Center, 
have worked very hard to make this happen. We owe them a big thank you.

We hereby submit the following annual report of the Capital Improvement Planning 
Committee for the 1997 Calendar year. 


The Capital Improvement Planning Committee has been working in cooperation with the 
Select Board and the Finance Committee for approximately one year. The current 
members, appointed by the Select Board, are Fred Mock, James O’Connor and Pamela 
Oddy as members at large. Bruce Gabrenas, representative from the Board of Selectmen; 
Carleton Lanou, representative from the Finance Committee; and Richard Hall, as a 
member at large. 


The Capital Improvement Planning Committee works closely with heads of departments 
to assess the individual needs of the departments: needs that may not be met within the 
contines of the departments annual operating budgets. The committee balances the 
departmental requests with the benefit to the town and measures the economic ability of 
the town to afford these requests. 


The Capital Improvement Planning Committee also creates a proposed capital plan for 
the ensuing four vears in a manner that will foreshadow the capital improvements and 
methods of financing that are in the near future.

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These questions and answers were prepared for Town Meeting to explain how a 
Capital Improvement Program works: 


Question: What is a Capital Improvements Program? 


Answer: A capital improvements program is a blueprint for planning community 
capital expenditures that are separate from a town’s operating budget. A capital 
improvements program coordinates community planning, financial capacity and 
physical development and is composed of two parts - a capital budget and a capital 
plan. A capital budget is the upcoming year’s spending plan for capital items 
(tangible assets or projects that cost at least $5,000 and have a useful life of at 
least one year). A capital plan is a controlled, prioritized plan for capital 
expenditures that extends five years. 


Question: Why does the Town of Orange need such a program? 


Answer: While the budget process under the direction of the Finance Committee 
is for operating expenditures for each fiscal year, like other towns, Orange faces 
some major expenditures that have a multi-year impact on the finances of the 
town, such as improvements to and construction of new facilities, vehicles and 
equipment for the town’s departments. A capital improvements program 
comprehensively reviews capital needs to help the town plan for large acquisitions 
in a sensible and prudent manner that considers all of the town’s capital needs, 
annual appropriations and debt service. 


Question: Who will serve on the Committee? 
Answer: The Capital Improvement Planning Committee (CIPC) is comprised of 5 
members including one member from the Board of Selectmen, one member of the 


Finance Committee, and three at large members of the general public. One 
additional member from the general public serves as an alternate member of the

All department heads, boards and committees, including the Selectmen, 
shall, by October | of each year, give to the Committee, on forms prepared by it, 
information concerning all anticipated projects requiring Town Meeting action during the 
ensuing 4 years. The Committee shall consider the relative need, impact, timing and cost 
of these expenditures and the effect each will have on the financial position of the town. 
No appropriation shall be vojed for a capital expenditure requested by a department, 
board or commission unless lhe proposed capital improvement is considered in the 
Committee's report, or the Committee shall fist have submitted a report to the Board of 
Selectmen explaining the omission. 
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Section 3. The Committee shall prepare an annual report recommending a Capital 
Improvement Budget for the next fiscal year and a Capital Improvement Program 
including recommended capital improvements for the following four fiscal years.

At the request of the landowners or Planning 
Board, the Town may engage a professional hydrogeologist, surveyor or other qualified 
expert to determine more accurately the location and extent of the watershed or the 
recharge area and may charge the owner for all or part of the cost of the investigation.

On behalf of the Town's Police Department I hereby submit our annual 
report for the year 1997. 


The Orange Police Department has a mission statement, which reads: "We, 
the Orange Police Department, are committed to providing the highest 
quality of police service by empowering our members and the community 
to work in partnership. The goal being to improve the quality of life within 
the Town of Orange, while at the same time maintaining respect for 
individual's rights and dignity." I believe that the year 1997 has 
demonstrated the mission of the department in the finest sense. 


Community Policing and technology have expanded within the department 
to meet the Town's needs as we head towards the year 2000. Educational 
programs for citizens of all ages are growing, in the hopes of creating a 
better understanding between the need to enforce the laws of the 
Commonwealth, and the desire for a more peaceable lifestyle. Computers 
and digital photography have shown themselves to be an essential 
component in the field of criminal justice as agencies throughout the world 
face crimes and criminals who still demonstrate a technological advantage. 
The latest "vogue" crime nationwide appears to be computer crimes 
involving the Internet, and the Orange Police Department is "on line" to try 
and combat this. 


A Federal COPS grant for overtime was received in 1997 and through this, 
a mountain bike patrol was formed. In a very short period of time, the 
benefits of this new program were very obvious. Officers on bikes have 
proven to be much more accessible to the public, and more stealth to the 
criminal element. Citizens of all ages are approaching Officers to relate 
minor problems that they didn't feel comfortable phoning in to the station, 
and in return are getting not only advice on their problem, but a knowledge 
of who the Officers are that work for the Town. Bikes are able to get into 
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locations that are impassable for cruisers, and are faster than a beat officer 
is. Numerous arrests by the bike patrol have been made since the inception 
of the program last spring. 


A second Federal COPS grant was received for Civilian Aides. Civilian 
personnel are now on duty at the station during peak times to assist Officers 
with paperwork, watch prisoners, and help out citizens in any way they 
can. Actual 911 calls and emergency dispatching are still done through the 
State Police barracks in Shelburne Falls. 


CONTINUING PROGRAMS 
COMMUNITY SERVICE: 


There are several areas of Community Policing that continue to grow and 
be models for other communities nationwide. Officer Bill Golding is the 
Community Service Officer for Orange P.D. 


The Citizen Police Academy has now graduated three classes, and 
Academy #4 begins in February 1998. Over 60 citizens of Orange have 
attended the Police Academy and gained a broader insight into the Criminal 
Justice field as well as their local department. The graduates have formed a 
Citizen Police Auxiliary to help out the department in areas where civilian 
manpower is needed. 


TRIAD continues to thrive as senior citizens take a stronger role in the area 
of crime prevention and personal safety. The group has been working to 
get discontinued streetlights turned back on. The Orange TRIAD program 
is so successful that Chief Spear was invited to the United States District 
Attorney's conference in Virginia to speak about Orange's efforts. 


The' Police Cadets/Explorers have combined the best of bicycles and 
TRIAD with their "multi-generational bike patrols". This community- 
policing program which puts teen police Cadets on bike patrols in senior 
citizen housing complexes has won national acclaim. The Police Cadets 
and the Citizen Police Auxiliary assisted the Department last August as 
Orange participated for the third year in "National Night Out." This 
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international crime prevention program is recognized in Orange with 
neighborhood cookouts and a "barefoot dance" at the police department. 
Officers volunteering to sit in a “dunking tub” raised over $150 at the 
dance this past year. The money was given to the New England Learning 
Center for Women in Transition (NELCWIT) to further their efforts in 
helping victims of domestic violence. 


The D.A.R.E. curriculum continues to be taught in the schools by Officer 
Bill Golding, as well as a DARE for parents program. Officer "Bill" also 
- spent countless hours over the past year with his volunteer Deb. Gabrenas; 
writing grants, organizing neighborhood crime watches, teaching health 
classes & assemblies at local schools, and serving on numerous local 
committees. A theatrical production titled "The Yellow Dress" was 
presented to High school students and the general public, in collaboration 
with Mahar High School. The play, which is about teen dating violence, 
was well received by all attending. 


The Community Service Department's programs are ongoing, and any 
citizens with comments or questions, are urged to contact Officer Golding.

Through their fund 
raising efforts the police department has been able to sustain the K-9 Unit. 
The funds pay for all the dogs upkeep, including veterinary bills, grooming, 
food, and other supplies. Our deepest appreciation goes out to them. 


There were many incidents in town in the past year that the unit was 
involved in. The most notable were a rash of car breaks and the many 
instances of vandalism to the Mahar High School. In both instances, Ajo’s 
tracking ability assisted in identifying those responsible.

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BOARD OF HEALTH 
ANNUAL REPORT 
FISCAL ‘96/97 


The Board of Health continues to be busy both servicing the ongoing 
needs of the community and the demands of the responsible government 
agencies. as well as in our efforts at reorganizing, and evolving in regard to 
our methods of operation. We would like to look forward to the day when 
all of our systems and methods are worked out, in place, and can simply 
function on a daily basis. however, the responsibilities and demands continue 
to change. requiring that we adapt to keep up. The Septic Regulations 
(Title V), for example, have added a great deal of paperwork and demand 
upon our time, because of the record keeping involved. The implementation 
of Title V has overall benefits environmentally, and we now have much more 
information at our fingertips, however it demands that we expend both time 
and funding to satisfy our responsibilities. There are other examples as well, 
where the Board of Health is required to provide enforcement and record 
keeping associated with regulations which the State puts into place, often 
without our input and of course without funding. 


Our computerization has gone very smoothly, and we have been able to 
coordinate with other town departments to develop a very functional system. 
executing our duties on a more timely basis, and providing information 

which previously was not either being gathered or maintained in a way that 
is most useful to those needing the services of the Board of Health. 


As we move through our first full year with our new agent, Philip Leger. 
the Board is very pleased with Mr. Leger’s work. We have found him to be 
very responsive to the needs of the public, and to be proactive in regard to 
problem solving and the management of the Board of Health office. As 
well, our clerk Margaret Dyer has taken to, and developed , the responsi- 
bilities of the new clerk’s position very well. We are verv pleased to have her 
with us. 


The following is a summary of the inspections performed by the 


Board of Health in FY’96/°97. These totals reflect the numbers of 
inspections, however, there are varying levels of involvment, including 
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repeats/returns for further inspection, consultation with State agencies, and 
the Building Department Inspectors, etc., and preparation for court 
appearances. The total number of inspections increased by 43% over the 
previous year.

The Health Department took in $33,550 in permit fees. The Board of 
Health budget was $34.624.

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Annual Report - 1997 
Orange Revitalization Partnership 


After two years of being allowed to do only planning activities through the 
state's Downtown Partnership program, the Orange Revitalization Partnership was 
finally able in 1997 to get into more concrete activities. 


A small but needed project was the fixing of the retaining wall at the town's 
parking lot on West Main Street next to the Mobil station. We were also able to offer 
assistance to property owners to help them fix up their downtown buildings. Through 
a low-interest loan program, work is either in process or finished on North Quabbin 
Antiques, Central School and the old Workers Credit Union building next to Putnam 
Hall. While we had hoped to start an Artists Coop in the two New Home buildings, 
research showed that the market in the artist community would not support the cost to 
repair the buildings. We continue to work with the owner of those buildings however, 
to help find a way to get the buildings rehabed and back to life. 


Our Business Assistance Program was set up to provide technical assistance to 
downtown businesses and home businesses that are considering moving to the 
downtown. We also set up a Business Center at our office on South Main Street with 
a computer on the internet, a copy and fax machine for use by the businesses in training 
activities. Every downtown business was visited, surveyed and if needed, given the 
appropriate technical assistance. Several home and start-up businesses attended the 
Entrepreneurial Training Program at the Millers River Community Development 
Corporation. Many of our new downtown businesses were helped with marketing 
strategies. Eight businesses took computer and computer accounting classes at the 
Millers River CDC and three businesses were matched with loan programs to help with 
upgrades or expansions. Next year we hope to focus our attention on home businesses, 
helping them to grow and move to a downtown retail location. 


We continued in our third year of honoring Citizens of the Month. This has 
become a very positive way for the Partnership to express its appreciation of the hard 
work and good energy that so many people in Orange give to their community. Every 
year in February we come together to honor all the Citizens of the Months for the 
previous year with a huge dinner. It's always an inspirational night. 


Hello Summer at Butterfield Park was a success with people of all ages 
attending and Starry, Starry Night with similar temperatures to last year still brought 
out more people. We held two community forums inviting all the organizations in 
Orange to meet, get to know each other and the work that we all do. In the second 
forum, the organizations that attended voted to work together on a project for the 
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teens. Following the teens lead, a Skate Park Committee was formed and has now 
become an official town committee that is planning to develop a Skate Park on the salt 
shed land on East River Street in the spring of 1998. The Community Coalition for 
Teens gave us funds to hire two teens as organizers. One of them works in the Teen 
Center on South Main Street and one works with the Skate Park committee. They 
both organize community service projects with teens. In 1997, they organized a group 
of teens to clean the cemetery, sweep and clean the Armory parking lot, clean the 
Courthouse parking lot and plant trees and flowers in the area around the courthouse. 


The Millers River Greenway committee became incorporated as their own 
organization in order to legally hold easements for the bike trail. They hit a barrier in 
1997 when several of the property owners they were expecting to get easements from 
backed out and decided not to give the easement. Rather than place the trail along the 
road, the Greenway Committee decided to look into putting it along the existing rail 
lines on the north side of the river. They have begun negotiating with the railroad. 


Probably the most publicized project of 1997 was the rehab of Memorial Park. 
With only 1/3 of the work finished, people are already saying it looks better. Most of 
the funds to repair the park came from the Partnership, the town, the Department of 
Environmental Management and sales of bricks. New brick sidewalks will be laid in the 
spring and engraved bricks with names and messages on them will be set along the 
edges of the walk. The Memorial Park Committee has sold over 500 bricks. 


The Partnership was generously supported by many residents and businesses 


when they needed to raise $20,000 before December in order to receive their 1998 
grant from the state. Thanks to everyone who helped for keeping us in business. 
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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 
ORANGE PUBLIC LIBRARIES 
1997 


The Trustees and Library staff continue to grapple with the problems that beset a 
municipal building built at the beginning of this century when we try to accomodate the 
technology and needs of the 21st Century. 

The Building Study Committee began the work of investigating options to address space 
problems and lack of handicapped accessibility of Wheeler Memorial Library. Several existing 
tocations in town were visited to determine the possibility of conversion to a library. Land 
near major streets in Orange also is under consideration as a location for a new facility. 

Members of the committee are Candice Ashenden, Chairperson, Curtis Rand, Murray 
Mock, Bruce Sherer, Rose Thoms, Nancy Mousiey, Richard Astrella, Pamela Oddy and Janice 
Lanou, Library Director. 

A parking lot was added in the rear of the Wheeler Memorial Library. Six reguiar and 
one handicapped parking spaces are now available. Shrubbery will be added along the lot line in 
the spring of 1998. 

One section of the library’s roof was replaced due to persistent problems with leaking 
over the bookstack area. Repointing was carried out on the south face of the building and the 
unstable ceiling over the landing at the front entrance was replaced. 

Bookshelves and a desk were added to the small room adjoining the director’s office to 
enable the staff to reorganize the special collection (which includes local history) and provide a 
work area for patrons. 

The Moore-Leland Library in North Orange recognized the retirement of Myrtha Gale 
with an open house. Many friends, family, staff and trustees turned out to wish her well on her 
completion of 53 years of serving the North Orange community. Anne Killay was hired to work 
at the library. The hours of the library have been increased to offer the residents additional 
times to use the library. One afternoon, one evening and two mornings are now included in the 
ten hours the library is open. The outside lighting has been improved to enable people to locate 
their cars after leaving the building at night. 

The Friends of the Orange Public Libraries is a group which continues to be supportive 
of the library. Through fundraising projects the members are able to purchase items for the 
library. An example is the annual membership to the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. This free 
pass can be checked out by library patrons and used to admit up to four adults to the museum. 
The annual Holiday Open House was hosted by the Friends on Saturday, December 13. 

Wheeler Library provided the setting for a very popular event at Starry Starry Night, 
Orange’s version of “First Night” celebrations held on New Year’s Eve. Storytellers Norah 
Dooley and Lester Scafidi enthralled over two hundred children and their parents with their 
talents and stories. 

We completed work on implementing the Health Information Mini-Grant awarded by the 
Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners to help us improve and up-date our health 
collection in all formats. Books, audiotapes and videotapes were purchased which have been 
very well received and have added considerable depth to this section of the collection.

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Annual Report of the Fire Department 


1997 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of Orange: 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Fire Department for the calendar year 
1997. 


The department continues to strive to be the best that it can with the resources 
provided. The members of department started the work necessary to refurbish a 1987 Ford 
F350 Utility type, 4 wheel drive vehicle to make it ready to respond to rescue calls and 
brush fires. This vehicle was purchased from the used equipment account and most of the 
work is being done by volunteers. This vehicle should be in service by the end of February. 
The Town also obtained a 1967 F500 tanker from Federal Surplus property. This 
refurbishment of this vehicle was also started and is expected to be complete by the Spring 
of 1998. This vehicle will replace the 1956 pumper in the Tully Station. The Federal 
Surplus property program administered by the Department of Environmental Protection - 
Bureau of Forest Fire also provided us with a trailer that has two 3000 watt generators 
mounted to it. These generators will be put into use to power the Tully station until more 
permanent arrangements can be made and to equip a mobile lighting trailer for use by all 
Town Departments. 


The department is beginning to move into the world of technology with the 
acquisition of a used computer from the Town Accountants office and the installation of 
the new recorder that records both the phone lines and the radio. There is still much to be 
done in this regard. 


The emergency activity of the department was down slightly from last year, 
however the resources still seem to be stretched to the maximum. The department 
responded to a total of 408 calls with Station #1 responding to 373 incidents and Station 
#2 responding to 35 incidents. The numbers for Station #2 do not reflect the times that 
they responded to Station #1 to provide assistance as the computer program that we have 
does not provide this information. The following is a breakdown of the types of calls the 
department responded to.

The departments training program under the leadership of Lieutenant Robert 
Laford provided 2,788 man-hours of training. This program continues to be one of the 
leading programs in Central Massachusetts providing our personnel with the knowledge 
needed to meet today’s needs. 


Fire Prevention activities continued with Lieutenant Robert Laford continuing his 
work with “Learn Not To Burn Program and Firefighter Jerome Noyes becoming more 
involved with the preschools and elementary children. The department received a Student 
Awareness of Fire Education “SAFE” grant from the Department of Public Safety in the 
amount of $4,441.35. This grant allowed the purchase of a battery powered loud speaker 
system to be used for outside demonstrations, specialty equipment for preschool children, 
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training materials and advanced training for our members who teach the various programs. 
Jerome continues to be involved with the Juvenile Firesetter Intervention Program which 
assists families and juveniles that have problems with fire setting. 


The members of the department would like to Thank all of the voters who 
supported the purchase of the new pumper. This piece of equipment will greatly enhance 
the capabilities of this department. The department continues to increase its capabilities 
with the biggest limitation at this time being space. A new station in Tully is drastically 
needed and additional space at the downtown station is needed. The wiring in the 
downtown station is at its limits and must be upgraded if we are to continue to operate 
from this building. 


The Tully station experienced some major changes in 1997 with the retirement of 
Deputy Chief Roger Cole and Captain Richard Thorpe. These gentlemen will be greatly 
missed as they take over 60 years of combined experience with them. We wish them well 
in their retirement. Conrad David Gale a full time firefighter and member of the 
department since 1961 was appointed District Deputy Chief for the Tully District. 


The department would like to take time to remember two of its members who 
passed away in 1997. Retired Chief Edward O’Lari and Firefighter Paul Woodward will be 
remembered for many years for their contribution to this department. 


The department suffered its biggest loss of all with the Ladies Auxiliary notifying us 
that it would not be able to continue to provide its services due to a major decrease in 
membership over the years. I would like to thank all the women over the years who 
provided this much needed service to our firefighters. 


I thank the community for the support they have shown this department and look 
forward to continuing my service to the community.

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1997 Annual Report of the Fire Alarm Superintendent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Orange, 


I hereby submit the following annual report for the Fire Alarm Division of the 
Orange Fire Department, for the 1997 calendar year. 

The past year was a year of major improvement to the municipal fire alarm 
system. The year marked the completion of a 13 year project to replace the old existing 
wire and hardware with the latest, state of the art cable available. 

The following extensions were completed: 1,500 feet on South Main Street, 400 
feet on Roche Avenue, 1,400 feet was extended on Wheeler Avenue, and 1,000 feet was 
extended from Ball Street up Kelton Street to Cottage Street. There was also a 5,000 
foot extension on Walnut Hill Road and West River Street, 2,500 feet of this was paid for 
by the Athol Medical Center. After these additions and replacements our problems with 
heavy snows should be minimal. 

We had new boxes and systems installed this year. St. Mary’s Church added a 
master box and installed a fire alarm system in the church. Rodney Hunt company 
purchased 1,000 feet of four conductor cable to replace the last of the open wire on the 
river side of their plant. Dexter Park School replaced their fire alarm panel and updated 
the pull stations. They also added heat and smoke detectors that improves the protection 
of the building. It is hoped that the other schools will be able to update their systems 
also. 

Box 411, a new box, was installed at Walnut Hill and Lake Mattawa Roads. Box 
492 was installed at the new Athol Medical Center. 

Other improvements were the use of $3,100.00 to purchase four reconditioned 
boxes, which are on order. 

Pole changes were done as needed, and the lines were trimmed, and system 
grounds were removed as necessary. The boxes requiring service such as short hooking, 
insurance testing and back flow testing rose to 246. All boxes were tested twice during 
the year, and the schools tested during the year as well as prior to their opening. 

The traffic lights were maintained and updated as necessitated. Numerous bulbs 
were changed. 

For the new year Fire Alarm is looking into radio controlled boxes for the 
outlying areas of town. 

All of the above work was performed by the members of the Orange Fire 
Department, with thanks to the other departments for their assistance and use of their 
equipment, for the completion of our projects.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of Orange: 
I hereby submit the annual report of the Ambulance for the calendar year 1997. 


The ambulance responded to 818 calls for assistance this past year. This is an 
increase of 10% over last year which equals an increase of 23% over the last two years. 
The continued increase in calls also increases the demands on the vehicle, budget and the 
personnel. 


The department received approval to purchase a new ambulance this year. This 
has been a major job due to new restrictions from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
and the space limitations of the station. The new vehicle should be here by the end of 
February. 


The department continues to increase its level of service. Two individuals took 
the Paramedic Course this past year and expect to become certified by the end of March 
1998. One individual currently is enrolled in the Paramedic program. Five individuals 
also started the Intermediate Course and hopefully will complete all of the requirements 
and be certified by July of 1998. 


I am continuing to recommend that the town purchase a second ambulance. If 
you look at the ever increasing number of calls you also must look at the fact that the 
ambulance is not available to respond to another call for assistance while on a call. The 
818 responses resulted in the ambulance being unavailable for 34 days out of last year 
based on an average of | hour per call. 


The provision of quality emergency medical care require much work by many 
people. I would like to thank Deputy Chief Bruce Blackmer and his wife Nancy who do 
the scheduling, Lieutenant Robert Laford for coordinating the training, Deputy Chief C. 
David Gale who takes care of the inventory and Firefighter Francis Smith who maintains 
the vehicle in addition to all of the technicians who put in many hours to provide this 
service. I would also like to thank Administrative Assitant Connie Superchi for her 
diligence in billing for and collection for the ambulance service.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of Orange: 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Forest Warden for the calendar year 
1997. 


The department responded to 27 tree, grass or brush fires in the past year. The 
department issued 2,270 permits for open burning and conducted two demolition burns 
under Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 48, Section 13. While it is difficult to prove 
it is hoped that this continued reduction in outside fires is due to our increased level of 
education, the intervention provided by the Juvenile Firesetter Program, the enforcement 
of the open burning laws, and this departments commitment to treat all individuals who 
have unpermitted fires as criminals and pursue restitution through the court system. 


We thank all of the citizens for their compliance with the open burning laws and 
for calling when they are having an outside cooking fire. This greatly reduces the costs of 
Operation. 


I want to remind you of the open burning regulations. The open burning season 
runs from January 15th to Mav Ist. If you wish to burn you MUST cail 544-3145 after 
8:00 AM the morning you wish to burn and get a permit. The fire must: 

be be at least 75 feet from any structure. 
constantly attended by a person 18 years of age or older. 
be BRUSH only. No stumps, demolition or leaves. 
be completely extinguished by 4:00 PM.

Violations of any of the above rules will result in no permits being issued for that 
property for the rest of the season. Failure to get a permit will result in court action. 


The Jones Street Recycling Facility accepts small brush and yard waste from 
citizens of the Town of Orange.

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1997 REPORT OF THE 
FRANKLIN COUNTY SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT DISTRICT 


To the residents of FCSWMD member municipalities: Your Solid Waste District continued and 
expanded its efforts to help our towns effectively manage the solid waste stream in 1997. 


Our towns sent a combined total of 4,140 tons of recyclable paper, plastic, bottles, cans, and aluminum 
products to the Springfield MRF and Goodworks, our plastics contractor. This represents a 15% 
increase in tonnage from last year, and saved our towns a combined total of more than $227,000 in 
avoided disposal costs. In addition, towns received more than $41,000 in payment for these materials. 
Once again, all of our towns received an A or B recycling grade from the state -- our average 
recycling rate was 42% -- well above the state’s average of 34%. Not bad year! The District 
Administrator helped negotiate a new MRF contract that will provide us with a home for our 
recyclables through the year 2005, and that sets a far more realistic schedule for payment for the 
materials we collect. 


Two new programs now help our towns save money on hauling recyclable materials and sewage 
sludge. Every town using the recyclables hauling program has realized savings this year. While we 
were unsuccessful in our efforts to develop a long-term landfill in Orange, the Bernardston landfill will 
continue to handle the solid waste from most of our towns until June, 1999 -- at a reasonable tip fee 
and low hauling cost. Efforts continue to site a sludge processing facility in Montague 


The District embarked on an ambitious long-term planning process that included Surveying every 
Selectboard as to what programs and services the District should focus on. This effort will produce a 
new version of the District’s Solid Waste Master Plan -- which was first written ten years ago. 


Our Program Directors, Lynn Rose and Jan Ameen, designed and implemented a series of successful 
programs, including: collection of hazardous materials from eight regional schools; development of a 
solid waste facility resource guide and a workshop for transfer station attendants; production of new 
signs for town MRF boxes; collection of over 1,200 tires in a special event co-sponsored with the 
Greenfield Rotary Club; distribution of free Hepatitis B shots for all landfill and transfer station 
attendants; and an “environmentally friendly” vehicle service workshop for highway departments. 


This year’s collection of Household Hazardous Waste collected over 14 tons of toxic materials from 
406 households and 12 businesses, all at a lower cost than the previous year. The average participating 
household delivered 12 gallons of material -- thereby helping preserve the purity of our groundwater. 


A list of exciting and challenging programs awaits us in 1998. Look for the development of regional 
“super depots” to collect items such as paints, waste oil, and fluorescent bulbs. We will pilot a 
curbside collection of textiles, and set up a regional collection for consumer electronics, including 
computers. We will outfit some of our elementary schools with milk carton washers, which will help 
schools reduce their trash volume by about 30%. We will also organize a regional pesticide collection 
to help our farmers safely get rid of unwanted pesticides. And the new MRIP program will begin 
reimbursing our towns for every ton of recyclables they collect -- with funds coming from unclaimed 
beer and soda deposits. Should be a good year! 


As always, we greatly appreciate the participation of our many volunteer District representatives, as 
well as the support and input from Selectboards, Boards of Health, Highway Departments, and the 
public at large. Please call our office at 413-772-2438 for more information on our programs.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Orange Airport Commission hereby submits the annual report of 
the Airport for calender year 1997. 


January 13: Congressman Olver informed the airport of a DOT Notice 
of Award in the amount of $135,000 to fund Phase Two of the Airport 
Master Plan. 


January 15: In an attempt to comply with Massachusetts Regulation 
527 CMR 9.00, requiring all underground fuel storage tanks be 
upgraded or removed by December 1998, the airport submitted a grant 
request to the Massachusetts Aeronautics Commission. The grant 
would have brought the airport's 10,000 gallon fuel tank into 
compliance before the December deadline. However because the town 
was unable to secure the 30% local share at Town Meeting in May, the 
project was canceled. 


January 28: The airport manager and commission met with the FAA and 
MAC to discuss the scope of work for the Phase Two Master Plan. 


February 17: The airport manager and commission chairman met with 
Congressman Olver to tour the airport. Mr. Olver commended the 
airport commission on “planning for the future development of the 
airport as an integral part of the statewide transportation system 
and a key to local economic development.” 


March 20: The airport commission requested the input of the 
Selectboard in forming an Advisory Committee to the Phase Two Master 
Plan. 


May 15: The airport commission, consultants and manager met with 
sixteen representatives from local boards, businesses and concerned 
citizens to discuss the Phase Two Master Plan and Advisory Committee 
process. 


May 17: The Friends of the Airport hosted the International 
Aerobatics Club competition. Hundreds of participants and 
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spectators had a great weekend. 


June 25: The manager met with the MAC in Boston to accept a grant 
for the Phase Two Master Plan. Chairman Saltmarsh commented, 

“The Massachusetts Aeronautics Commission will continue to support 
projects that promote economic expansion. And the Orange Airport is 
a critical asset to regional economic development efforts." 


July 3: The airport manager issued the Notice to Proceed on the 
Phase Two Master Plan to airport consultants Black and Veatch. 


July 11: All the cracks three quarters of an inch or less on all 
runways and taxiways were filled. 31,715 gallons of crack seal was 
needed. All the runway and taxiway markings were repainted. The 
project was funded 100% by the state. 


July 12: The Experimental Aircraft Association held a Fly In. The 
new date was selected as to not conflict with the Steam Engine Show 
in June. Thirty show planes showed up for judging and nearly three 
hundred people were treated to pancakes and perfect weather. Look 
for the Fly in around the same time next year. The chapter 
currently has twenty members and meets the third wednesday of each 
month at the airport. 


July 22: The airport consultants met with the Planning Board to 
request their their input to the Phase Two Master Plan. 


July 24: The airport consultants met with the Conservation 
Commission to request their input to the Phase Two Master Plan. 


August 10: The Athol Orange Aero Club sponsored a Young Eagles 
weekend. More than thirty rides were given at no cost, to local 
children. The club has two new members bringing the total 
membership to forty seven. 


September 18: The first Master Plan Advisory Committee meeting was 
held at the town hall. Federal and State officials were available 
for comment and to answer questions. Massachusetts Aeronautics 
Director Stephen Muench commented “The Master Plan Study is the

necessary first step to any development at the airport.” Mr. Muench 
praised the airport commission for so aggressively pursuing the 
state to get this and other projects funded. Out of the forty two 
airports in the state, Orange ranks ninth in funding by the State 
and Federal Government. 


October 2: Structural repairs were completed to the maintenance 
garage and the town owned hangar and new roofs were installed on 
both. 


November 6: The infield section of the airport has been leveled. 
The sand was used to cap the landfill, leaving the center of the 
airport flat and affording an unobstructed view from all points on 
the field. The savings to the town to cap the landfill was over 
$100,000.00 


November 6: The airport acquired a plow and truck from the Waste 
Water Treatment Plant. Although the truck needs repairs it is in 
good shape compared to the current fleet. Thanks Larry |! 


December 18: The Airport Commission rescheduled the Commission 
meetings to the third Thursday of each month at 7:00 p.m. in the 
Terminal Building at the airport. 


There are fifty aircraft currently based at the airport and there 
were approximately twenty nine thousand safe arrivals and departures 
in 1997. 


The Airport Commission would like to thank those, to numerous to 
mention who who have supported the airport this year. There has 
been a tremendous interest in the future development of the airport. 
We are truly fortunate to have the support of the Federal Aviation 
Administration, Massachusetts Aeronautics Commission and our 
Representatives and Congressman. 


In the Massachusetts Airport Guide, Congressman Olver states, 
“Regional airports play an important role in job creation and 
economic development in our local communities. The Orange Municipal 
Airport is invaluable in providing access to north central 
Massachusetts. I am very excited about the Orange Airport's future 
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improvements, and I look forward to the economic opportunity that 
will grow from the Orange Municipal Airport."

1997 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Facility has been in operation for twenty-one vears without any major improvements to equipment 
or operational methods. In general. the facility continues perform fairly well in reducing organic pollutants and 
produces a high quality effluent most of the time. However. due to the facilitics age. there is a tremendous need 
to make improvements to the entire facility in order to maintain compliance and allow for future community 
development. 

The Comprehensive Wastewater Management Plan that began in May of 1997 should be completed 
sometime in June 1998. Preliminary results from the study of the sewer collection svstem concluded that some 
arcas of Town have been identified as having ¢xcessive amounts of clean water Infiltration. This clean water 
should be removed before implementing design improvements to the treatment facility. Most of our sewer 
collection system was constructed in the late 1800s and is considered to be sub-standard compared to most 
communities. For this reason. excessive clean water flows will probably effect the treatment process for vears to 
come if something is not done. Because of the overwhelming cost to replace all pipe conduits within the collection 
system. only those areas that are cost effective in rclationship to volume of clean water flow will be considered for 
reconditioning. 

In March, the application to renew our National Pollution Discharge Elimination Svstem Permit was 
submitted to the Federal and State Agencies in compliance to the Clean Water Act for their review and approval 
process. This Permit allows the Town of Orange to discharge treated wastewater to the Millers River with strict 
limitations for quality. As of this December 31, 1997 those agencies have vet to issue that new Permit. Therefore 
we are forced to operate under our previous permit. 

Our new one ton dump truck was delivered in September. The accepted bid price was $1.1 00. less than 
the appropriation. The vchicle has simplified the transporting of grit-and screenings to the Royalston landfill for 
disposal. Two new return sludge pumps were purchased. All plant personnel received Hepatitis B shots in 
accordance with Public Health regulations. Beginning July |. 1997 the sewer uscr rate was increased to $1.85 per 
100 cubic feet of water metered. Work on the Brookside Road sewer extension is almost complete. The treatment 
facility personnel will be responsible to operate and maintain the pumping station. Numerous inspections of the 
Facility were conducted by the permitting agencies for compliance to our permit limitations. All parameters for 
treatment quality and operational guidelines were satisfactory. The Facilitics staff organized a regional 
informational network group for local treatment facilities. There are presently six Towns participating. We meet 
once per month for two hours at different sites. The purpose is to share ideas and help one anothu: wut when 
problems arise. It is felt by manv participants that we should have done this long ago.

The 1997 Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


| herewith submit my sixth annual report as Superintendent of the Orange Public 
Elementary Schools. At it’s January 22, 1998, meeting, the School Committee voted to 
accept this report as its 1997 Annual Report. 


Introduction 

The Education Reform Act of 1993 continues to be of importance to the Orange 
Elementary Schools as the State Legislature maintains its commitment to bring low- 
income school districts up to a minimum funding level. The Act also required the 
development of a state testing program at the 4th, 8th and 10th grade levels to measure 
both school districts’ and individual students’ progress in math, English and language 
arts, science and technology, and history and social science. The task of aligning our 
curriculum guidelines with the Massachusetts Curriculum Frameworks has been the 
focus of teacher study groups during the summer and throughout the school year. Trial 
tests were given in the spring and fall in preparation for the beginning of the state- 
mandated testing program in April 1998. At that time, our fourth graders will be 
tested and results will be reported for each student and class. 


Early Childhood 

The portable classrooms at Dexter Park School have been full as a result of the State’s 
increased support for programs for three and four-year-olds. In January 1997, we 
started our third preschool classroom. In the fall we were awarded a grant which will 
fund a pilot full-day, full-year program for three and four-year-olds to open in 
January 1998. In the fall of 1998, two of the four classes will move to the Gale Brooks 
School. 


All of our kindergarten classes became full day, five-days-a-week, in September 
1997. Two of these classes are part of the K-2 multi-age communities and three are 
self-contained. This year’s kindergarten class is the smallest class in the district, with 
only 80 children. (Our largest class is the sixth grade, with 139 students.) 


Curriculum 

The State Curriculum Frameworks outline what needs to be taught in our schools, but it 
is up to the teachers to deliver the curriculum in ways which are appropriate for each 
individual child and which encourage children to be active learners. Lessons are 
enriched by the use of themes, guest speakers, story tellers and visiting authors, and 
trips to such diverse destinations as Ellis Island, Boston and Springfield museums, 
Sturbridge Village and the University of Massachusetts Fine Arts Center, as well as the 
Orange Fire Station, parks and local streams and trails. Teachers, too, are active 
learners as they develop curriculum materials, study multiple intelligences and 
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learning styles, and collaborate on strategies for teaching children who have difficulty 
learning. 


Extending the School Day 

This year we increased the scheduled school day by fifteen minutes, which provides a 
total of an extra forty-five hours of instructional time per year. Children also have the 
Opportunity to receive individual or small group tutoring before or after school and 
during the summer. OASIS mini-courses are given during July and after school from 
February until April vacation. In addition, parents and children are invited to come to 
school together for a variety of programs, including storytelling, reading enrichment, 
and using computers to write and illustrate poetry. 


Grants 

Grants are an important source of funding for many programs, bringing over 
$500,000 to Orange each year. Grants are written by administrators and teachers and 
fund a variety of activities, including professional development, teaching, OASIS, 
tutoring programs, special education, preschool classes, health education, technology 
and enrichment programs. A one-time-only award of $200,000 was received this fall 
from the Department of Education’s Foundation Reserve Fund for the purpose of 
converting Dexter Park’s antiquated, expensive and unreliable electric heating system 
to an oil system. Most of this work will take place in the summer of 1998. 


Technology 

State acceptance of our Technology Plan made us eligible for funds from the Education 
Technology Bond Bill which, with matching funds from the budget, made it possible to 
network our computer labs and classrooms and wire them for internet access. The 
district employs a technology teacher who develops curriculum, trains teachers and 
works with classroom teachers in using computers to support and enrich curriculum 
objectives. A technology aide was added this year to work with Fisher Hill students. 


School Committee 

While the average tenure of a school committee member statewide is only three years, 
Orange is fortunate to have dedicated School Committee members who come back for 
second and even third terms. We had one turnover in 1997, when Renee LaCombe 
resigned from the Committee. Andrea Heckman-Young was elected to serve in her place 
until the next election.

To the members of the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School Committee and the 
voters of the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School District, I herewith submit my Annual 
Report as Superintendent. 

The report to the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School District Committee 
covers the period January 1, 1997 to December 31, 1997. As such, all reports cover 
the final half of the 1996-1997 Fiscal Year and the first half of the 1997-1998 Fiscal Year. 

GRANTS 

The efforts of staff members, coordinated by Grant Writer Bruce Jones, have resulted in 
the District receiving Grants totalling $263,678.00 for the 1997-1998 school year. This has 
allowed for programs and services to be implemented that otherwise would not be funded. 
These Grants consisted of the following: 
D.A.R.E. Grant ($5,000.00) allowing for the Drug Abuse Resistance Education Program. 
Education Reform Restructuring Network Grant ($10,000.00) for Curriculum Frameworks. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower Grant ($3,097.00) for Protessional Development. 
Essential Skills: Drop-Out Prevention Grant ($25,000.00). 
ET Bond Matching Grant Program for a School Wide Network Plan ($23,400.00). 
Health Protection Grant ($17,875.00) funds part of cost of Health Program. 
PALMS Phase II Grant ($1,396.00) dedicated to the Math and Science departments. 


Project PACE, Special Education Entitlement, P.L. 94-142, Grant ($59,130.00) defrays cost of 
some Special Needs services. 


Safe and Drug Free Schools Grant ($3,720.00) to educate against violence and drug abuse. 


Safe Schools for Gay and Lesbian Youth Program for the State of Massachusetts 
($2,000.00) used to educate against harassment of gay and lesbian youth. 
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SPED Supporting Access to the Curriculum Grant ($3,474.00) for SPED Curriculum 
Frameworks. 


Title I Language Arts Grant ($105,176.00) provides a remediation program for students 
achieving below level in Language Ants. 


A Title VI Grant ($4,410.00) to provide training on the CD ROM tower programs for the 
library. 


PERSONNEL 


Patricia Karkut resigned as Home/School Liaison Counselor for the Special Education 
Department and the position has been filled by Diane Ellis. Margaret Vohr, Librarian, retired 
and Karen Thorn is the new Librarian. Laurie Sanchez was hired as an additional Art teacher. 
New Aides hired include Jacqueline Brousseau, Paulette Bastarache, Tabatha Martinelli, 
Katherine Erwin, Clifford Alliott, and Luann Hiscock. 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS 


New shut-off valves were installed over the summer to give the capability to zone off sections of 
the building in the event of water leaks or to allow plumbing to be accomplished without 
adversely affecting school activities. This project should continue with valves being installed at 
each bathroom so that the hot and cold water service can be better controlled. 

Two new bubblers were installed to replace ones that had been damaged in the past and not 
usable. A new Handicap accessible bathroom is being located where it will provide easier access 
than the one now available. It will fully meet State and Federal requirements. Work is in 
progress on this project and should be completed shortly. 

It was discovered during the summer that the original gas lines in the Science Wing were in poor 
condition and gas service to the wing was suspended. The installation of new gas lines and jets 
to each of the Science Wing classrooms and new propane tanks for this building was completed 
during the December vacation. 


Security 

There was much locksmithing performed this Fall due to repeated vandalism. The maintenance 
staff was able to save the school many hundreds of dollars by making the necessary lock repairs 
"in house". Work has been done to improve the building's exit doors and hardware. A door 


replacement program is needed when the budget will allow. The internal smoke doors have been 
adjusted and all are on properly working door closers thus increasing building safety. 


It is recommended that an expanded security system be installed.

Work continues to return the building's heating control system to its original capabilities. Six 
more classrooms in the Middle School Wing have had their thermostats and univents repaired 
and additional rooms are expected to receive repairs during the summer of 1998. 

Both burners for the main boilers were replaced last spring. In addition, the major valves in the 
Boiler Room were re-packed and the piping from the hot water storage tanks replaced. 

The hot water circulating pump had its motor replaced and a good "spare" is now on hand in the 
event of a failure. 

The original Modine heater in the Metal Shop has major core damage and is being replaced. 
The condensate return stations throughout the building are holding up well after last year's 
efforts and should give us continued good service. 

Other areas requiring attention in the near future include replacing the Main Condensate Return 
Tank, whose walls are close to paper thin, and replacing all the steam traps throughout the 
building. The steam trap replacement is necessary due to pitting in the trap seat from 40 some 
years of New England winters. This repair should pay for itself within a few years through a 
more efficient heating system and the resultant fuel savings. 

Much time and effort were expended this year on the roof exhaust fans. A few are left, awaiting 
warmer weather in the spring, but the vast majority are now up and running. 

Air quality throughout the school is slated to be tested soon after the first of the year. 


ric ter. and Telephone Svst 
We are continuing to function with the current electrical system which was not designed for this 
decade. It is recommended that an electrical engineer be hired to assess our current needs and 
make suggestions for changes and improvements. 
The hallway ceiling and lighting upgrade is now complete. The new T$8 fixtures are more 
efficient and cost effective while giving much more light than the old fixtures. 
Room 29 is receiving a power upgrade to allow for the use of an additional 12 computer 
workstations. This will probably be the last major addition that can be made in the Middle 
School Wing without a system-wide upgrade. 


The current phone system is four or more generations behind the times, and the installation of a 
new system has begun with a consultant hired to assist in the writing of specifications. 


Painting Tiling 
We were able to continue on-going painting this summer which included hallways, classrooms, 
locker rooms, some bathrooms, the Nurse's Office, exterior doors, and kitchen. 


Grounds 

Some tree harvesting was done on the property this year. Trees were cleared back away from 
Hayden Street in order to let some sun into this area and to increase visibility tor drivers around 
the curve near Sandrah Drive. Old growth was removed throughout and an area was cleared 
behind the softball diamonds for the addition of more athletic fields. The Army Corps of 
Engineers is expected to stump and level this area in the spring. 
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Trash and Recycling 

The old trash shed has been demolished and we switched to dumpsters. This has proven to be 
cleaner, more efficient than the old method, and a savings to the school. Cardboard and paper 
pickup was included as well. This allows us to continue a full recycling program while reducing 
the number of man hours expended making runs to the landfill. 


It is vital to keep in mind the age of the building and the fact that maintenance expenditures have 
been forced to be held to a minimum by budgetary woes. The fact that the building remains a 
safe and pleasant environment for learning is credited to the talents, skills, abilities, and 
dedication of the entire maintenance staff. 


Conclusion 


This year has been an exciting and innovative year for the District in that two years of planning 
and preparation have been brought to fruition with the implementation of block scheduling. We 
look forward to evaluating this change at year's end to determine if modifications need to be 
considered. 


However, it must be stressed that as each year passes, the restraints placed upon the educational 
programs by the inadequate physical facilities became more critical. Lack of space will soon be 
at a crisis point, and the four portable classrooms intended to serve the District for five years 
have been in place for, as best memory serves, 28 years. They are totally inadequate. 


In conjunction with the changes in academic programs to guarantee our students proper 
preparation for success, the next century must bring adequate facilities to house the programs 
and the equipment necessary. Meeting these needs must be a major focus for the coming year.

This year saw the implementation of extensive changes at Mahar. In middle school grades seven 
and eight, students will remain with the same team of teachers for both years. This change 
provides stability and continuity at an age when students are undergoing many changes in their 
lives. Working with the same students for two consecutive years allows teachers to know 
students better and help them through this growing period while meeting their educational needs. 


In grades nine through twelve (high school), we began realization of numerous changes that we 
have been studying since the Massachusetts Education Reform Act of 1993 was enacted. Block 
scheduling went into effect this fall. This created a school day of four classes of 85 minutes each 
for high school students. Classes are one semester in length; students have different classes each 
semester. Study periods are eliminated and all high school students now take at least eight 
courses over the school year. 


Increased requirements for graduation have gone into effect. Students are now required to take 
additional course work in mathematics, science, the arts, social studies. foreign language, and 
health. These changes will enable our students to be better prepared for the future as well as 
beginning to align our curriculum with the state curriculum frameworks. They will also better 
prepare our students for the Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System Tests (MCAS) 
which they must pass to receive a high school diploma. 


Planning and preparation for block scheduling has been a multi-year process. The longer class 
time available allows for more and diverse teaching methodologies. This necessitated teacher 
training to provide and allow for teachers to take optimum advantage of the of the long block. 


In-service training was provided for all teachers during released time. In addition, teachers 
attended off-campus professional development seminars and conferences. Art teachers attended 
the Williams College and Clark Institute workshop, the Picasso Workshop and/or the New 
-England Art Education Conference. Math department teachers completed a series of ten 2 hour 
workshops on curriculum revision and teaching strategies for long-block, and also a summer 
workshop series on integrating computer technology into the math curriculum. During 
department meetings and during summer meetings financed by grant monies, teachers have 
revised department curricula to conform to the State Department curriculum Frameworks, and 
have worked as departments to devise and examine new teaching methodologies. 


In addition, middle school teachers were active participants in learning. Sandra Rehler, Leilani 
Magnino, and Penny Roche attended workshops at Old Deerfield that were designed to assist 
them in using primary references in social studies classrooms. Lynn Perez, Ginger Genest, and 
Helen Whipple explored learning strategies while participating in Franklin County In-service 
day. NELMS workshops gave additional training to Greg Scotland and Margaret Lawless in 
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math and science and Judy Curley and Barbara Emond received training in using literature 
circles. Bareene Enders, Sylvia Jamros. Helen Whipple. Judy Curley. and Jill Ninteau attended 
FAME workshops on writing open ended questions. Jill Ninteau completed thirty hours of study 
beyond her master's degree taking courses in middle school and psychology and counseling. 
Bareene Enders and Betsy Pelz continue to work with the "Western MASS Writing Project" and 
Sylvia Jamros has been a Stemtech fellow working with college teachers to raise their awareness 
of what middle and high school students are doing in science classes. In addition. Sylvia Jamros 
attended a Science Works physics institute at Greenfield Community College where Middle 
School Coordinator, Helen Whipple was the physics instructor. Pam Dickson and Anne Grosky 
presented a follow-up workshop on Team building strategies at the New England League of 
Middle Schools annual conference in Providence, Rhode Island. A number of teachers were 
enrolled in college courses working toward advanced degrees and/or earning Professional 
Development Points for re-certification as required by the Education Reform Act of 1993.
